SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA. 


Section  I.  WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  main  source  of  supply  is  the  Shon  Sheffreys  Reservoir  which  is  fed 
by  surface  water  and  a large  spring.  The  Reservoir  has  a capacity  of  77,000,000 
gallons  with  a top  water  level  of  1 ,202  ' above  m.s.l.  A smaller  source  of  supply 
is  in  the  south  at  Georgetown  Reservoir  which  holds  22,000,000  gallons  at  a 
top  water  level  of  1,234-ft.  above  m.s.l.  Water  is  taken  to  a storage  tank  nearby 
(1,200,000  gallons)  and  then  treated. 

The  yield  from  the  Shon  Sheffreys  Spring  and  Reservoir  is  1,300,000 
gallons  daily  and  from  the  Georgetown  Reservoir  190,000  gallons,  giving  a total 
of  1,490,000  gallons  of  water  daily. 

The  Undertaking  supplies  water  in  bulk  to  Bedwellty  and  Rhymney 
(Llechryd). 

All  water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  before  passing  with  the  distribution 
network. 

The  average  consumption  of  water  per  day  per  person  is  55  gallons. 
This  figure  is  high  but  includes  all  lost  water  due  to  leaks.

The  Council  embarked  on  this  scientific  work  in  January,  1949,  and 
observations  were  commenced  in  January,  1950.  The  main  difficulty  was  in 
siting  the  instruments  satisfactorily,  but  in  June,  1951,  an  ideal  site  was  obtained 
in  the  swimming  bath  enclosure  and  the  equipment  was  set  up  here  towards 
the  end  of  1951.  The  station  was  inspected  by  a Meteorological  Officer  of 
the  Air  Ministry  in  the  following  month. 

All  the  instruments  are  of  standard  design  and  carry  certificates  of 
correction  by  the  National  Physical  Laboratory  or  the  Meteorological  Office. 
Observations  of  maximum  and  minimum  temperature,  wet  and  dry  bulb  temp- 
erature, humidity,  vapour  pressure,  dew  point,  grass  minimum  temperature, 
rainfall,  barometic  pressure  and  sunshine  are  taken  daily  throughout  the  year 
at  09.00  hours,  G.M.T. 

All  temperatures,  except  grass  minimum,  are  taken  from  thermometers 
exposed  in  Stevensons  Screens  standing  4 feet  above  a grass  plot,  and  are  ex- 
pressed in  degrees  F.  Pressure  readings  are  expressed  in  millibars  and  the 
readings  are  corrected  for  temperature,  height  above  m.s.l.  latitude  and  index 
Error. 


The  two  station  barometers  are  Kew  Types,  Marks  I & II.  The  standard 
temperature  of  the  Mark  I is  285°A  and  the  value  of  gravity  is  980.62  CM/Sec2, 
The  Standard  Temperature  of  the  Mark  II  is  0°C.  with  a standard  value 
of  Gravity  of  980.665  CM/Sec2.  Each  carries  its  own  correction  card,  for 
52°  N.  Latitude  and  973.25  Ft.  Altitude.  The  Altitude  is  measured  from  the 
base  of  the  mercury  cistern.  Rainfall  is  measured  in  inches  and  collected  In 
a standard  5-inch  raingauge.

Summaries  of  observations  are  published  each  month  in  the  “Monthly 
Weather  Report”  and  each  year  in  the  “General  Table”  of  British  Rainfall, 
both  of  the  Air  Ministry. 
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Open  Air  Swimming  Bath. 

The  Pool,  which  is  situated  in  beautiful  surroundings  within  Bedwellty 
Park,  was  opened  in  July  1932,  at  a total  cost  of  £10,000.  The  Pool  is  con- 
structed of  7-ft.  reinforced  concrete  at  the  deep  end  and  5-ft.  reinforced  con- 
crete at  the  shallow  end  with  a 4-inch  raft  of  plain  concrete  under  the  whole 
floor.  Its  length  is  200  feet  and  50  feet  wide  with  a capacity  of  257,000  gallons. 
It  is  8-ft.  6-ins.  at  the  deep  end  and  2-ft.  6-ins.  at  the  shallow  end. 


The  purification  plant  consists  of  two  pressure  filters  8-ft.  in  diameter 
by  10-ft.  long.  After  being  filtered  the  water  is  dosed  with  liquid  chlorine.

Laboratory  Service  at  Newport.

Six  samples  of  the  water  from  the  pool  were  obtained  and  all  were  found 
satisfactory. 


Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  River  Howy  with  a small  number  of  tributaries  traverses  the  district 
roughly  from  north  to  south.  Its  banks,  however,  are  fouled  by  refuse  of  every 
possible  description  throughout  its  entire  length.  This  in  turn  encourages 
the  breeding  of  rats  and  it  is  almost  the  task  of  one  man  to  keep  the  rat  popu- 
lation of  the  river  banks  to  a manageable  level. 

Sewerage. 

The  greater  part  of  the  area  is  drained  by  the  sewerage  system  of  the 
Western  Valleys  (Monmouthshire)  Sewerage  Board.  The  main  trunk  sewer 
is  laid  along  the  river  bed  and  discharges  into  the  River  Severn  near  St.  Brides 
(West  of  Newport). 

The  subsidiary  sewerage  system  in  the  town  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Urban  District  Council. 

All  the  villages,  such  as  Trefil,  Tafarnaubach,  Bedwellty  Pits  and  Troed- 
rhiwgwair  are  connected  to  this  system,  but  outlying  farms  and  a few  cottages 
use  dry  closets.  Some  new  houses  and  bungalows  that  are  a considerable 
distance  from  the  main  sewer  rely  on  septic  tanks  and  these  are  maintained 
satisfactorily.

Section  2.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

Throughout  the  year,  this  essential  and  important  service  was  main- 
tained, the  weather  causing  little  to  no  disruption. 

Two  tipping  sites  have  been  in  use,  namely  that  at  the  end  of  Brompton 
which  is  now  used  as  a standby  and  a second  site  at  the  rear  of  West  Hill. 

Brompton  Tip. 

This  is  situated  at  the  Southern  end  of  the  town  and  has  been  in  use  for 
over  sixty  years.  It  is  remarkable  for  its  freedom  from  smells  and  rodents 
and  although  situated  very  near  one  of  the  best  residential  terraces  in  the 
district,  causes  little  to  no  complaint.  A modified  form  of  controlled  tipping 
is  practised. 
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West  Hill  Tip. 

This  is  situated  well  to  the  North  of  West  Hill  and  is  well  away  from 
buildings.  Nevertheless,  complaints  are  constantly  being  made  by  one  individual 
of  paper  being  blown  on  to  his  land.  A fence  was  constructed  around  the  tip 
but  this  was  of  a flimsy  nature  and  unsatisfactory  from  the  start.  It  is  intended 
to  replace  the  existing  fence  with  a stock  proof  one  of  at  least  6ft.  in  height. 

All  refuse  is  spread  and  levelled  by  a man  employed  full  time  for  this 
purpose.  Cardboard  is  separated  and  baled.  There  have  been  no  complaints 
of  rats  or  smells  on  this  site  over  the  past  twelve  months.

Throughout  the  year,  daily  air  samples  have  been  taken  to  assess  the 
amount  of  solid  matter  contained  therein.  These  values  are  obtained  as  follows  : 

A metered  quantity  of  air  is  pumped  through  a glass  filter  paper — usually 
65  to  70  cubic  feet  in  24  hours.  The  Filter  paper,  when  removed  from  the 
pump,  shows  a round  dark  stain.  This  is  then  examined  by  a reflectometer 
and  a value  representing  the  amount  of  solid  particles  per  cubic  meter  of  air, 
obtained.

This  shows  a decrease  over  1963  when  the  average  daily  amount  of  solids 
was  49.7. 


The  main  source  of  air  pollution  in  Tredegar  is  the  domestic  chimney 
with  its  associated  open  fire.  The  coal  used  in  this  area  is  rather  low  in  volatiles 
and  smokes  on  ignition.  Once  alight  it  burns  without  undue  smoke  emission. 

Industry  adds  little  to  the  dirt  in  the  atmosphere.  There  is  only  one 
stack  that  tends  to  be  dirty  in  the  district,  that  of  the  N.C.B.  Brickworks. 
This  is  the  responsibility  of  the  H.M.  Alkali  Inspectorate.
